After March 15, 19 70 a 
fully trained, equipped and manned army of 
revolution will be operating in Northern 
California. Plans and training procedures for 
this organization have been conducted within the 
confines of California, and we believe ourselves 
to be suffiecint numbers at this crucial time to 
motivate a nationwide uprising. During the 
mo^nths that follow we will offer the public 
more material as to our benevolent purpose 
toward the people of the world.

Stxidents for a Democratic Society, commonly knov/n as SDS, came 
into existence at a founding convention held during June of 1962 at 
Port Huron. Michigan, Prom an initial posture of ^participatory 
democracy 3 ' Marxist -Leninist ideology of various shadings became 
predominant during 1968-I969 with debate centering on how best to 
create a revolutionary youth movement. SDS moved from involvement 
in the civil rights struggle to an anti-Vietnam war position to advocacy 
of a militant anti -imperialist line linking up the oppressed peoples of 
Asia, Africa and Latin America v/lth the black liberation movement in 
the United States. All major factions within SDS embrace Marxism- 
Leninism and identify internationally with China, Cuba and North 
Vietnam as countries leading the worldwide struggles against the 
United States; however, the Soviet Union was regarded as imperialist 
and with the Communist Party, United States of America, "revisionist" 
in nature. 

SDS operated under a national constitution which called for an 
annual National Convention (NC) and quarterly National Council meetings 
wherein programs were initiated and debated. Three national officers 
were elected annually with a National Interim Committee to run the 
organization. Regional offices and college chapters elected delgates 
to the national meetings, but each fuinctloned Independently on local 
matters. Its official publication "Fire" (formerly "New Left Notes") 
last -appeared in December, I969. 

Internal factionalism of serious proportions developed during 
1968-1969 and the following three factions evolved as a result of a 
split at the June, I969 NC: 

■Weathernian 

Worker Student Alliance (W3A) 

Revolutionary Youth Movement (RYM) 

The effect of the split on SDS chapters throughout the country 
was divisive. Some aligned v;ith oiie or the other of the three major 
factions. Others, unable to identify with any faction, disassociated 
with SDS completely and changed names. 

The SDS national office in recent years was located at 1608 West 
Madison Street, Chicago, Illinois; however, it closed in February, 1970. 

The Weatherman and RYM groups no longer consider themselves 
associated with SDS and the WSA group refers to Itself as the true SDS.

Initially called the "Action Paction, " Weatherman came into being 
immediately before the June, 1969 Students for a Democratic Society 
(SDS) National Convention. At this convention. Weatherman won all 
three national officer positions and a majority of the National Interim 
Committee as well. Subsequently, they took over the SDS National Office 
in Chicago and controlled its f\mds, paper and national records. 
Although internal struggle existed until late 19d9j Weatherman for all 
major purposes controlled SDS nationally from O'une of I969 until its 
office was closed in February of 1970. At this time, it no longer 
considered itself part of SDS. 

. The term Weatherman emerged from an ideological paper prepared by 
its leaders entitled "You Don't Need a Weatherman to Know vrnich Way 
the Wind Blows." ("New Left Notes" of June 18, I969.) This statement 
outlined the basic stance of Weatherm.an: Marxist-Leninist in content 
but with strong advocacy that action not theory would bring about 
revolution in the United States. This posture was complemented with 
an international identification to the Cuban revolution and Castro's 
statement that the duty of a revolutionary is to make revolution. 

During October, 1969^ Weatherman riots in Chicago resulted in more 
than 260 arrests for mob action and related charges . A program, of 
arm-ed struggle was finalized d\iring a December, 1969 "War Council" 
wherein terrorist tactics and political assassination were contemplated. 
The basic strength of Weathers-aan was then revealed to be some 300-350 
nationally and geographically apportioned to the Midwest, New York and 
some Northwest, 

As its rhetoric of violence escalated. Weatherman leaders increas- 
ingly discussed the necessity of an imdergrouad operation x\'herein more 
than 90 per cent of the organisation vrould be submerged: "affinity 
groups" of three to five members vjould function independently. In 
February of 1970, Weatherman leaders announced a program of "strategic 
sabotage" with police and milita^ry installations as primary targets. 

In February of 1970, Weatherman abandoned the SDS National 
Office, 1608 West Madison Street, Chicago, Illinois, and throughout 
the country entered an iinderground status.

A source advised that the Revolutionary Youth Movement II 
(RYLilX) -faction of Students for a Democratic Society (SDS) held a 
Rational conference at Atlanta, Georgpla from November 26 to 30, 1969» 
At this conference, it vms decided to form a nev7 organization to be 
knois-n as Revolutionary Youth Movement (RYM), characterised as a mass 
anti-imperialist youth organization, said organization being proposed 
as separate and distinct in form and content from SDS, The "Principles 
of Unity" adopted by the conference inc3.uded a struggle against white 
supremacy and male supremacy^ fights against imperialism, anticommunism, 
fascism and oppression of youth; and support of the right of self- 
determination of all "oppressed nations,^' also support of the right of 
all "oppressed and exploited" peoples "to armed self-defense." it was 
agreed that RYM would not be a Marxist-Leninist organization; hov/ever, 
soiAixie said this w&,b decided in order to Indicate an organisation broad 
enough in form to be acceptable to everyone. A temporary National 
Steering Coraraittee (NSC) made up of eight females and two males was 
elected to govern RY!^! until national officers could be elected during 
the spring of I97O, 

RYM publications have listed the RYM National Office at Post 
Office Box 5^21 ej\cl Post Office Box TT012C, both Atlanta, Geoi-gia, 
and 3. second source has advised that the national office has no office 
space, but wou.ld probably be considered as located at Apartment 27, 
1067 Alta Avenue Northeast, Atlanta. 

Second source advised that women dominated the founding 
conference and have continued to dominate I-^SG meetings to the point 
that "women's liberation" has apparently becorae the RYM's principal 
issue - also that RYi^I's poor financial condition has resulted in its 
failure to publish a paper. During early 1970, RYM has decided to 
cater to the working class leather than youth, since the potential for 
social revo3.ution lies in v:orker5. 

A third source has stated that it was decided at the March, 
1970 NSC meeting that RYM women had decided the organization will be 
molded into a "working class^ Marxist-Leninist, revolutionary, anti- 
imperialist, loro-blacV: nationalist, people's worasn's libsra.tion 
organisation.^'

Stydents for a DeKiocratlc Society, co^jinonly knovm as SDS, came 
into existenee at a foiincling convention held during June of 1962 at 
Port Huron, Michigan. From an initial posture of participatory 
democracy," Marxist-Leninist idsology of various shadings became 
predominant diiring 1968-1969 v,^ith debate centering on how best to 
create a revolutionary youth movement. SDS moved from involvement 
in the civil rights struggle to an anti-Y5,etnaja war position to advocacy 
of a militant anti-iitiperlalist line linking up the oppressed peoples of 
Asia 5 Africa and Ls-tln America v;ith the blacic liberation movement in 
the United States „ All major, factions within SDS embrace Marxism- 
Leninism and identify internationally with China, Cuba and North 
Vietnam as countries leading the worldwicJe Btruggles against the 
United States J however, the Soviet Union was regarded as imperialist 
and with the Ca^mnlst Party, United States of America, "revisionist" 
in nature. 

SDS operated under a national constitution which called for an 
annual Natioi^al Convantion (NC) and quartsi'ly National Coiincil sieetings 
wherein progr&ns vsere initiated and debated. Three national officers 
were elected annually with a I^ational Interim Co^rimittee to run the 
organisation. Eegicrdal offices arid college chapters elected delgates 
to the national irvaetl'ftgs, but each f'jnctlonad indepsndentlj'' on local 
matters. Its official publieaticri "Fire" (foK^Lsrly ''Hev Left Notes") 
last .appeared in DscerTSasr, 1969.

1968-1969 and the following three factions evolved as a result of a 
split at the June, 1969 110 1 

Weathenx,r;n 

Worker Student Alliance (WSA) 

Revolutionary Youth Movsaient (31YM) 

The effect of the split on SDS chapters througi-iout the country 
was divisive. So:fii3 aligned with oi^^e or the other of the three major 
factions. Others, imable to identify with any faction, disassociated 
with SDS completsiy and changed ngmsG* 

The SDS national office in recent years was located at I608 West 
Madison Street, Chicago, Illinois 5 however, it closed in February, 1970. 

The VJeatherman and Klhl groups no longer consider thesacelvcs 
associated with SDS and the WSA group refers to itself as the true SD3. 
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
